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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Liu et al., hereinafter Liu (US Patent Application Publication 2001/0048234), 
previously cited. 

Regarding claims 1, 4, 5, 9, and 12-14, Liu discloses in figure 1, a heat sink 21 having a 
side surface (the radial fins, 21) pattern that extends at least partially through a thickness (at the 
lower portions of the fins) of the heat sink; and the heat sink is attached to an array within an 
organic electronic device (note that plate 131 transmits light and is part of the organic electronic 
device along with the array of OLED's, 1 1). Although, Liu does not explicitly disclose the heat 
sink has a thickness no greater than 9mm, or 500 microns, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to change the size of the components of the 
device to make it suitable for various applications of the device. See In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 
205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980) for the proposition that it been held that discovering an optimum 
value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. 

Regarding claims 2 and 10, the heat sink has a pattern (i.e. the fins 34) that extends 
partially through the heat sink. 
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Regarding claims 7 and 15, the organic electronic device of the Liu can be implemented 
in a lighting panel. 

3. Claims 6, 8, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Liu as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Sheridan et al., hereinafter Sheridan (US Patent 
5,800,905), previously cited. 

Liu substantially discloses the limitations in the claims, as discussed above, except for the 
side pattern having a black surface. 

Sheridan teaches at column 3, lines 20-31, that a heat radiating element can have a black 
surface, so it radiates heat more easily (see column 3, lines 40-42). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use a black surface on 
the heat sink of the Liu's structure to facilitate heat radiation from the heat sink in the structure. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 12/27/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's argument that the Liu reference shows sealing assembly for an 
OLED and does not show a view of an organic electronic device, it is the position of the Office 
that the assembly shown in figures 1, or in an alternate embodiment, figure 10, could be called an 
organic electronic device. It is organic bymeans of having OLED elements 11, and it is certainly 
a device, since device is a broad term that includes assemblies of electronic components.
